James W. Marshall. 


The death of this notable pioneer, 
who is accredited with the discovery 
of gold in California, has attracted wide 
attention, not only in California, the 
scene of his discoveries and labors, but 
also in the East, where the press treats 
the matter with much sympathy for the 


old man who expired in poverty in 4 


land grown rich, as he always claimed, 
from his discovery. The Sacra- 
mento and other up-country pa- 
pers write of Marshall in the 
same spirit, while several of the San 
Francisco journals oppose this view 
vigorously, and do not hesitate to 
write down the subject under disous- 
sion. The Post and the Chronicle both 
take the position that Marshall s die- 
covery of gold was a mere accident, 
something that be stumbled upon, and 
for which he is entitled to 0 
special credit. He never was animated 
by a desire to turn his discovery to ac- 
count for the benefit of humanity, but 
would have concealed it and appro- 
priated all the results to his own private 
use, had that been possible. Marshail 
did not labor for the great discovery of 
which he was the accidental hero, and 
never burned the midnight oil in 
laboriously devising a beneficent scheme 
for the good of his countrymen. Had 
he done so the case would be different. 
So argue these journals, and there- 
tore, say they, California and posterity 
owe the gold discoverer nothing 
bat good will, the State having 
discharged whatever obligations it was 
ever under to him, by paying him «a 
pension running through a number of 


These utterances are not without 
plausibility or reason, though it seems 
rather a hard view to take of s case 
wherein a single individual was con- 
cerned on the one side, and on the 
other the people of an entire State—of 
the whole nation, for that matter—were 
recipients of the rich results flowing 
from Marshall's discovery. 

Marshall was always clamorous to 
have the Legislature vote him a lump 
sum instead of a stipend in the form of 
a pension, and his inveterate besieging 
of the legislative doors at Sacramento 
frem session to session finally had the 
effect of causing him to be classed as 
a colossal bore. Then he was 
eut off entirely from State aid, aad 
ultimately died in poverty. His habits, 
too, were against him, and there seemed 
little encouragement for the Legislature 
to continue spending money upon the 
wrecked old man. It was, at best, a 
hard case, with many sad features in it. 

As to the main proposition itself— 
to whom is properly due the credit of 
discovering gold in California’—there 
ig ample ground for disputing the jus- 
tice of Marshall's claim, notwithstand- 
ing the popular admission thereof. It is 
of record, and has been again and 
again shown, that gold was discovered 
‘and = placer mined in or on the 
borders of Los Angeles county 
long before the date of Marshall's find 
at Sutter 's mill on the 2d of February, 
1848. The claims of Pira creek are 
actually before those of the South Fork 
of the American river; yet little atten- 
tion was then given to these southern 
placers, and it must be admitted that 

„ Marshall’s discovery was first in im- 
portance, because it was he who 
gave it to the world through 
a fortunate combination of  cir- 
cumstances which happened not to 
strike the southern gold field. 

We present on this page « portrait of 
the dead pioneer. He was always 
chary about giving permission to have 
Amimeclf photographed, and it was only 
‘late in his checkered career that his 
“counterfeit presentment could be 
obtained. The Times published a sketch 
of Mr. Marshall several days ago.
